In treating upon the Psychic or Soul 
Jorces of Nature, we are entering directly 
into the Alpha and Omega, or First and 
Last Cause of all things; for the Soul- 
essence of Nature, is as the beginning 
and ending of all objective life.

They not caring, or else not being quali- 
fied to see beyond the physical or object- 
ive, into the subjective and psychic forces 
of Nature, it may seem sufficient for mor- 
tals to learn the laws concerning their 
physical existeuce; and to wait until 
physical death comes upon them, and 
they enter spirit-life, before they seek to 
uuderstaud the Psychic powers of their 
own being. 

In a measure, this is sufficient ; because 
it is in accordance with the first stages of 
mental growth whereby an iudividual 
Soul learns, thro' repeated stages of phys- 
ical re-inearnation and its conseqnent ex- 
periences, the laws and necessities of life. 
But to those who are sufficiently pro- 
gressed iu mental aud Psychic growth, it 
is asa demand of their being that they 
learn, of Psychic laws; aud that, too, 
thro’ physical and functional life existence. 

The spiritual existence is likewise fune- 
tional, but it is as much finer than the 
physical ; as, that a transparent substance
